FOREWORD 


A 10-year summary of dissertations reported, by broad subject groups, follows: 


Ten years ago, in 1950, the percentage of degrees granted in the sciences was just about the same (57 
percent). The percentages for the three broad scientific fields were 31 percent in the physical sciences, 3 
percent in the earth sciences, and 24 percent in the biological sciences. 


During the academic year 1958-59, 9295 doctoral dissertations were reported by American universities. 
This is the greatest number accepted during any year. 


Despite the recent emphasis on scientific studies, only 56 percent of the dissertations were granted in the 


three fields of the physical sciences (30 percent), the earth sciences (3 percent), and the biological sciences 


As the last rung on the academic ladder, the doctorate is the last degree to reflect shifts in academic in- 
terest among the student population.

Many of the doctoral dissertations written each year are abstracted in Dissertation Abstracts and repro- 
duced in full on microfilm by University Microfilms, Inc. 

The Association of Research Libraries has endorsed publication by microfilm and the publication of an ab- 
stract in Dissertation Abstracts as one means of making this material available to scholars and research 
workers. The institutions participating in this cooperative publication program are to be found in Table I, and 
are separately listed on the inside front cover. 

Graduate schools not requiring the microfilm publication of their doctoral dissertations will usually lend 
these on interlibrary loan. Inquiries for such dissertations should be addressed to the holding institution 
through a local reference library. 

Dissertations abstracted in Dissertation Abstracts may be secured direct from University Microfilms, 
Inc. either as positive microfilm or as Xerox enlargements on paper. This latter service will be found useful 
to those who wish to avoid the necessity of using a microfilm reader.
